Mr. Gobrecht was enroute to Liber- 
tyville to preach in the Methodist 
church in place of Pastor Whipple, who 
was called to Michigan by' hia mother's 
death.

London.— When tho wdokly perform 
once of tho play Is oyer and tho 
crowds of Btrangera i who have 
thronged tho vlllngo have mostly do- 
parted, Oberammcrgau settles down 
again to its ordlnar'^ workday life* 
writes Archibald Mf*rahall In a Lon- 
don publication. 

It la a fascinating place. Ono calln 
It a village becuuso It 1b imposBlblo 
to think of it aa a town, In spito of 
its 1,650 Inhabitants. It seems to bo 
built anyhow, and although I havo 
been walking about it for nearly a 
week; I hardly yet know where I am 
If I loso eight of certain well known 
landmarks. Tho houBos aro white, 
with doopbrowed rod roofs. Many of 
them are gaily painted, not only as to 
their woodwork and with quaint de- 
vices around windows and doora, but 
with pictures, sacrod or profane, and 
ono of them has tho wholo of Its wall 
space decorated in this way with frea- 
cooB done 100 years ago by a great 
master In tho art. The tortuous 
streets aro full of little shops and 
some big ones, In most of which carv- 
ings aro diBplayed for sale, and In thlB 
foatlval year thore are temporary 
booths boBldes, for the solo of post- 
cards or other things that tho modern 
traveler has' need of. Tho rocky 
mountains clothed with dark plnoB and 
Btlll In part snow covered, rlso on 
either side, and on tho summit of tho 
hIghoBt peak is an enormous wooden 
croBs so far above you that it looks 
as If It wero made of matchwood. 

As you walk about tho stroota and 
tho country roads almoat every ono 
you meet' halls you with a "Gruss 
Oottl" and the men and boys ralBo 
their green, feathered hats. They aro 
tho most courteous and gentle-man- 
nered people I have ever mot, and I 
think tho most religious. You soon 
get Used to tho long hair of tho men, 
even when you soo It on tho road- 
Bwcopors. This morning I passed 
Barabbaa sweeping a road as I walked 
out into tho country. He was smok- 
ing a long china pipe, and ho looked 
up, took off his hat, and gavo me his 
"Gruaa Gottl" with tho ralldwt ex- 
pression. Tho truo Oberammergauer 
never cuts his hair. When tho "Pas- 
sion Play" was Interrupted in 1870 by 
tho Franco-Prussian war thoao who 
were liable for military service had

to go, but they. were allowed to keep 
their hair long. Nineteen of those 
who were to have taken part in tho 
•'Passion Play" never camo back. 



ICE FIELD 200 MILES LONG 

It la Sighted by a British Steamship 
to Eastward of Newfound- 
land Coast. 

Hallfox. N. S.— A vast Island of 
field Ice. moro than 200 miles In 
length was sighted away to tlio oaat» 
ward of Newfoundland by tho British 
steamer Lord Antrim, which put Into 
Halifax. for hunker coal in order lo 
complete hor voyage from Narvik, 
Norway, to Philadelphia. 

Tho steamer was delayed by con. 
tinuous westerly gales and received a 
further setback when, approaching tho 
Newfoundland coast, sho encountered 
tho field Ice. Her course' had to bo 
changed to tho south and oast, and 
alio flkirtod tho 'field for almoat two 
days.

The cause of the Hre Is unknown. 
Assistant Firo Chief Tucker said ho 
found tho floor about tho desk of tho 
clerk cavod in, but an adjoining part 
of tho floor seemed to have been 
blown upward, Indicating that tho flra 
was caused by an explosion. 

Wlien tho flremen arrived on tho 
flcene tho flames wero shooting out of 
the roof and all tho windows above 
tho second floor. Men wero jumping 
from windows and others were do- 
Bcending ropes mado of bod clothes 
Ocd together. More than a dozen 
Jumped aoveral stories to tho roofa 
of adjoining buildings and cacapod 
with broken legs or less serious In- 
juries. 

Thrilling stories of the flro wero 
told at tho city hospital by persona 
who were Injured. . 

About twelve men escaped from tho 
flfth floor by descending a rope made 
out of two sheets tied together. 
At the 13 men stood on the roof of 
. the seed store they saw about twenty 
persons at the windows of the sixth 
and seventh floors of the club. 

The entire city flro department, 
aided by 50 policemen and volunteer 
squads, worked frantically all night 
to force a way Into tho ruins of the 
Missouri Athletic club building, from 
which eight identlflcd bodies already 
have been taken. In the slight hope 
that Home of the missing may be res- 
cued.

Disagreements With Higher Officials 

Is Believed to Have Led to 

This Action. 

Washington. March G.— John Baa- 
sett Moore, counselor of the state de- 
partment, who ranks as acting secre- 
tary, resigned on Wednesday and his 
resignation has been accepted by 
President Wilson. Simultaneously the 
president nominated W. Phillips of 
Boston to be third assistant secretary 
of state. 

Rumors hnvo been current, for somo 
time that friction had developed be- 
tween Mr. Moore and Secretary of 
State Bryan. 

Hia reasons for taking this action 
were not mado public when the resig- 
nation was announced, it Is believed, 
however, tliat he had been greatly dls- 
satislled with the management of the 
state department under Secretary of 
State Bryan and that he has fre- 
quently expressed his dissatisfaction 
to President Wilson. 

When he assumed oincc, Mr. .Mooro 
promised that he would remain until 
the flrst year of tho administration 
had been concluded, and now that 
that time has passed. Mr. Moore. It Is 
said, feels that It Is no longer Incum- 
bent on him to stay In ofllce. It Is ex- 
pected that President Wilson will 
make a statement regarding the res- 
ignation in a short time. 

Mr. Moore had enjoyed many posi- 
tions of lienor and trust In govern- 
mental service prior to his appoint- 
ment. 

Mr. Mooro would make no comment 
upon his resignation nor would he 
give any reason' for his action.

ST. PAUL'S HEADS ARE HIT 

Charged That False Report Was Mado 

to interstate Commerce' 

Body. 

Washington, March D.— ••Serloua Ir- 
regularltlea" In the accounting of tho 
charged in the report made public 
on Friday of an interstate com- 
merce commission Investigation, by 
Commissioner Harlan, which makes 
the direct allegation that irregular- 
ities In reports of operations submit- 
ted to the commlaslon wero made to 
influence favorable disposition of SL 
Paul railway securities. 

The Irregularities disclosed by thIa 
Inquiry, Commlsaloner Harlan polnta 
out. are similar to those disclosed by 
the commission's Investigation Into 
the flnanclai operatlona of tho New 
Haven and the Frisco system. It la 
asserted that "the Income of thePuget 
Sound was greatly overatated, a va- 
riety of oxpodlenta being reaorted to 
for thia purpose"; and that "tho flo- 
tltlous showing of Income waa used 
by the ofllcers of tho Puget Sound 
company to aid In the sale of Its 
bonds. No reflection la mado by the 
report upon the financial condition of 
tho two roads. With notice that 
the penaltiea of tho law will, be 
Invoked not only against the ac- 
counting officer who shall mako 
a wrongful report, but thoao penal- 
tlea will bo visited "with even greater 
severity upon anyone above Uie ac- 
counting officer In authority, who 
may share in the rosponsIblUty for 
any violations of the accounting rulea 
and regulatlona which have been pr*. 
scribed." - ^ 



Intro- 
umend the Panama 
canal act and permit tho repeal of the 
c ause exempting American coaatwiso 
ahlj'Plng from the payment of tolls. 
Iho text of the provision reads: 

"The president notwithstanding 
anything herein contained is hereby

Comment upon the president's mes- 
sage among members of the houso 
was widely divergent Representative 
J'loyd of Arkansas of the Judiciary 
committee, said: 

"I absolutely approve of tho senti- 
ment expressed by President Wilson. 
\\e made a great mistake In ever pro- 
viding for free tolls." 

Representative Doremua of Michi- 
gan, chnirma© of tho Democratic' con- 
gressional campaign committee, said: 

"Tho president has not changed my 
mind a bit. I have been for free tolls 
all nlonK and Will continue the flght 
against any repeal." 

Representalivo Mondoll of Wyom- 
ing, Republican, declared: 

"I have taken the same position on 
canal tolls as the president now ao 
belatedly takes.' but I fear that It la 
not ao much tho logic of economics' 
nor tho meaning of the language of 
tho treaty that has convinced the proa- 
Ident as the fact that to recover from 
the miatako in polltica which ho haa 
made aa to Mexico he la willing to 
conform to a policy . in Panama ap- 
proved by Brltlah atateamanshlp." 

Representative Kahn of California, 
Republican, said: 

"One thing appears to me evident: 
That is 'that wo are called upon to 
retrieve the mistake of the admlnla- 
trotion In ita denllnga In Mexico where 
BritlBh interests have been aerioualy 
affected by sacrlflcing In Panama an- 
other Interest of vital consequence 
to our people.**

Alden Smith made an attack on Presi- 
dent Wllaon becauao of his attitude 
on cjjnal tolla In view of the Demo- 
cratic platform declaration.

.The president added that tho United 
States "ought not to quibblo" In tho 
matter of a treaty obligation.

SAVING RURAL IRELAND 
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Dublin. Ireland.— Poverty and dls- 
tfcsa and squalor and hunger ts Btlll 
^oRcnt In the stums of Bome of tho 
krgor cities of Ireland. But over tho 
richer rural parts of Ireland huB come 
btolligent organized Industry and cn- 
Oiuslaatlc energy which make It as 
rich and prosperous as the rlchcat 
^rtlons of tho great middle wcet In 
imcrlca. Ilural Ii;oland la unquesUon- 
ibly a regonornt© Ireland. The procesa 
ti regeneration la progrcBslng. Pros- 
perity Is crowding out poverty and In- 
radln^Tcn tboso rcglonn which havo 
t^Kotoforo been considered tho natural 
itrongholds of poverty. 

How Prosperity Came to Ireland. 

There arc several contributing 
causes for this changed condition. The 
land tonuro laws havo done wonders. 
Under old conditions tho Bllghtcst In- 
dication of prosperity upon the part 
of tho tenant, If It woro only a new cap 
or tho- wife a clean apron, meant a 
ralso In rent. It was to the advant- 
age of tho tenant farmer to seem more 
ffllacrable than ho was. Tho aystcm 
put a premluni on squalor and ragged- 
aess and slovenly farming. No one 
could safely whitewash his cottage or 
plant a tree or cultivate a flower. Now 
all Is changed. Thrco hundred thou- 
sand farmer tenants aro now purchas- 
ing their holdings under a beneflccnt 
law, which permits the purchase of tbo 
land without tho advanco payment of 
a cent Tho only obligation upon tho 
purchaser Is that be pay annually 2% 
per cent, upon tho value of the Uttlo 
rpjm as Interest nnd less than onc-balf 

cr cent as un Installment upon tbo 
IrfhniBol. ?inder this Jaw. tho entire 
tnantchrtsftrv^^rfb^a^ihg their homes 
t^ Iho annual payment of sums'aggrc- 
fitlng considerably leas than tho for- 

ler rent. 
Plunkett Teaches Co-operation, 

T^ere can bo no doubt that rural 
reland Is making a business success of 
-arming. But It Is not doing Its bUBl- 
licss In a buelncBs-lIkc way because of 
iny spontaneous Irapuleo on the part 
of tho Irish farmer. It Is rather be- 
cause buslnesa-Uko Irishmen .went 
about, organizing tho business pro- 
cedure ot rural enterprises In a most 
buslncss-llko way. The leader of theso 
buslneas-llk© Irishmen Is Sir Horace 
Plunkett To him Ireland owes more 
than It win ever realize. From tho 
first his propaganda was educational, 
.ilia proposition was that the- Irish 
farmer must bo taught fho efficacy of 
combination In Industries. He did not 
bellOTO In subsldloa or subventions. 
Nor did he hoUevo that relief would 
come through legislation or through 
state aid In any form. As Father Fin- 
lay, professor of econlmlcs In the Na- 
'tlonnl University of Dublin, says: "The 
farmers* beat resources he held to bo 
themselves, and in their own Intelli- 
gence, self-i^llanco and mutual trust, 
and these resources It was bis pur- 
pose to develop." ' 

He Encounters Difficulties; 

There seemed to bo most excellent 
reasons why he could not succeed. Tho 
Irlah people were dispirited nnd dls- 
.courage.d. Thoy were suspicious and 
afraid of all new movements, felr 
Horace Plunkett himself belonged to 
the despised landlord class, with which 
the people had been long In constant 
conflict, ' 

As Father Flnlay says:, "In religion 
he was 'a Protestant and his appeal 
would bo to a people predominantly 
Catholic In a country whore religious 
antagonisms provado every sphere of 
Boclal life. lu politics— BO far as he 
was a politician— he was a Unionist, 
and. those whom ho proposed to Influ- 
ence were Natlonallsta by a vast ma- 
jority, keenly euspiclouB of any policy 
which tlireatened to divert tho mind 
of tho, nation from the political aims 
on which it was pnsBlonately bent." 

It Is not surprising, therefore, that It 
.was -only after mo ro than a year of 
strenuous efforts and after more than 
flfty public meellngB.had been held, 
than lu 1889 a body of Limerick farm- 
ers Anally consented to establish a co- 
oper^tlvo-creamory. It was again over 
a year before a' BGCond one followed 
suit- By. the; end of 1891. however, 
sevonteon creameries wore nt work, 
and at 'the end of 1893 thirty had been 
organized. Thereaftor the co-oporatlve 
jjocletlea wore organized more rapidly. 

-vit^ow co-oporatlph and good business 
nie'tllod prevail throughout Irolaud. 
There ;'',^r6" 080 co-operative so- 
clotiea up6h the. island. With an ag- 
gregate pixl'd up Bhnro capital pf about 
a mtUloadoUars their annual turn-over 
la twelve million dollars. 



In 1894 tho cooperative movement 
has becomo so great that there was 
need of a central aoclety to carry on 
tho work which had theretofore been 
done by volunteer propagandists. 
The I. A. O. 8. 
There was needed an organisation 
which should help rural communltleH 
organize their marketing and business 
processGB, be n central federation of 
all cxlatlng societies, and become a 
supervisor and auditor of their busi- 
ness methods.. Such a society Is the 
Irish Agricultural society. At Its 
head has been and is Sir Horace 
Plunkett, who has been tbo John the 
Baptist of the gospel of co-operation In 
Ireland. Ho ts ably nBsIsted by tbo 
secretary, Mr. H. A. Anderson, a man 
of rare executive abllUy and of emi- 
nent common sense. Associated In the 
movement also Is Mr. George W. Rus- 
sell^, brilliant journalist and editor of 
the Irish Homestead, a man who is 
practical as welPas a poet and painter. 
Tho vice-president of the organization 
la Rev. Father Thomas A. Flnlay. pro- 
fesaor of economics in the National 
University at Dublin, a Catholic priest 
who baa a most rare and Iclndly 
knowledge of human nature, combined 
with a splendid heod for the details of 
the business of the co-operntlve organi- 
zation. 

Seldom has ao well balanced a quar- 
tet of men been associated together in 
any economic movement. They nro 
In very fact a power for tho business 
regeneration of rural Ireland. Practic- 
ally nil of the cooperative societies In 
Ireland have been organized by the T. 
A. O. S. . Its organizers meet with the 
promoters of a news society and glvo 
them tho benoflt of the experiences of 
tho older societies. They furnish a 
set of rules, advise as to equipment. 
Install a syatem. of bookkeeping and 
good business methods. Tho society 
has a staff of skilled, experienced men 
who aro organizers, .editors and Inspec- 
tors. To It co'-operative soolotles make 
certain deflnito reports. To It thoy 
constantly go for advlco and council 
and over them it maintains a most 
complete power of audit The func- 
tion of tho society Is to unify and co- 
ordinate, to Inspect, to audit, to advlao. 
It has beeii Its achievement to pilot 
all cooperatlvo organizations through 
tbo struggles and dlfflcultles inherent 
In the Initiation of the movement to ul- 
timate success. Always and every- 
where tho society Insists on good busi- 
ness methods, upon the most effective 
flystem of accounting.- upon fair and 
broad-minded dealings with all con- 
cerned. *and. upon the maintenance of 
tho highest quality In all products. 
American co-operation must have a 
similar central society If it is to be 
effective. 

During tho parliamentary recess of 
}895, through the ofTorts ot this same 
statoBman, Sir Horace .Plunkett; there 
woa brought together a committee of 
repreaontatlve men of various parties 
and creeds, who later presented a pe- 
tition to the government praying for 
tho Institution of a state department 
which would fulfll the functions of a 
ministry of agriculture for Ireland. 
These proposals were ombbdios in a 
law enacted In 1899 and immediately 
thereafter tho department of agricul- 
ture, with Sir, Horace Plunkett at Its 
head, began its career of education. 
The present head of "the department 
of agriculture nnd technical Instruc- 
tion." as It is now termed, is the Hon. 
Thomas W. RusselL 
' Agricultural Wholesale Society. . 
As was but natural, the co-operative 
organizations, after they had estab- 
lished' themselves and. began furnish- 
ing a product of high quality, found 
that the Individual managers of the 
separate societies ^lad not faclUtlea 
for obtaining a knowledge of tho mar- 
ket. To understand fully the conditions 
in all markets (o which Irish products 
might reasonably be expected to havo 
nccesa was too large a task for each 
scattered organization to ^undertake 
for itself. Consequently the Irlah Ag- 
ricultural Wholesale society, limited, 
began business. At flrst it confined 
Itself to tho marketing of Irish prod- 
ucts. Later, when local co-oporatlyo 
societies found trouble In getting 
goods of high quality at reasonable 
prices, the organization took up the 
Jobbing buslncBB as a side Issue. Now 
it maintains two branches, ono-suventb 
of "Its buslnoas Is performed as a Job- 
ber, Blx-sevonihs ot Its bUBlnesB Ib mar- 
keting Irish fiobdB. About one-third of 
tho Irish products handled go across 
the ohifiinol to Elugland and Scotland.

The Irish Homentead. 
The great co-operative movement is 
not without Its press organ. The Irish 
Homestead announces Itself as "the 
organ of Irish agricultural and indus- 
trial dovclopmont." Such It undoubt- 
edly it. It docs not. however, conflno 
Itself to teaching tho doctrine of co- 
operation, but contains departments 
dealing with all phases of agricultural 
development. TJio number before mo 
has articles or-commcnts upon tho fol- 
lowing subjects: "Tho Pica for the 
Middleman," "Seed aermlnatlon and 
Qrowth," "Live Stock Notes," "T'ibor- 
cuIobIs," "Poultry,"- "Creamery Man- 
agement," ""Pages for Irish Cotntry- 
men." It also contains n column de- 
voted to to the interests of "Tho Unlt^ 
od Irishwomen." Tho Irish Homestead 
is edited by George W. RusBell, a 
brilliant writer, the clarity nnd force 
of whoso editorial comments extend 
tho subscription list to many who aro 
not of those directly Interested lu tho 
agricultural subjects which are the 
maintops dtBcusacd In the Journal. 
The iJnIted Irishwomen. 

In all his efforts for Improving the 
conditions of rural Ireland. Sir Hotace 
Plunkett makes constant use of the 
formula, "Potter farming, better busl- 
ness, and better living." 

It is true that "better living" Is 
placed within tho reach of many an 
Irish family because of tho returns 
guaranteed from the better farialtig 
and better business which con^e 
through co-operation, but as Father 
Flnlay says In the article hertoforo 
referred to, " At an early stage of the 
movement a scheme of what was call- 
ed "homo-brlghtenlng" was put Into 
operation in certain selected centers 
where successful co-operative socIetloB 
had been established. Educated ladles 
who had experience In peasant life In 
the more advanced rural communities 
of the continent were settled lu model 
cottages. They received the women 
and girls of the locality and taught 
them such elements, of housekeeplniJf 
as would enable them to turn the re- 
sources of house, garden and farmyard 
Into best account. Later they became 
more Intimate in their advice and aa- 
sistanco and became instrumental In 
the preparation- of the family meals, 
BUggcated reforms In tho matter of 
cleanliness and order, brought about 
tho larger use of garden fruit and veK- 
ctables aud taugh methods of preserv- 
ing them. 

Soon tho men of tho family, becon> 
ing interested, co-operated in the pro- 
cess of home brightening. Simple Im- 
provements wore made, whitewash lib- 
erally applied, a kitchen garden cul- 
tivated, trees and flowers were plants 
cd, and shrubs and roses trained to 
grow against the walk. The cost of 
this home brightening scheme was ftt 
first defrayed by Sir Horace Plunkett, 
who devoted to It the salary attached 
to his office of vice-president ot the 
department of ngrlgulture. Ho reallzeH. 
however, that It was essentially a 
women's work nnd should bo in thoir 
hands. Thl.H led to the organization of 
"The United Irishwomen." As Miss 
Pllklngton, one of their leaders, says: 
"The work which the United Irishwom- 
en proposo to do in rural Ireland ma7 
be considered under three heads — ag- 
rlculturo and IndustrlcB, domestic 
economy, social and Intellectual de- 
velopment. Home dairying can bo 
much imprbved, and It Is of immense 
importanco that a sufflcient supply of 
milk for every household' should be 
available. Many girla are employed 
In Bhops at bookkeeping, but few ever 
try to keep their faUier's accounts for 
him, although quite capable of doing 
so when they first leave school. 

"Tho branch committee of the Unit- 
ed Irishwomen In co-operation with the. 
county committee under tho depart- 
ment of agriculture, and assisted by' 
the farmers*' societies, could do for the 
farmer's wife what the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organization society does for the 
farmer." ^ '. 

Splendid Social Center. 
A member of the Kllkee branch ot 
the United Irishwomen writing to on 
American Interested In tho movement 
says: "Our neighboring branch nt 
Doonaha (about fivo miles from this) 
lias combined with the farmers and 
others to purchase a disused creamery 
and moke It into a parish hall, where 
wo will hold clasBes under the various 
ins true trcBsies supplied by tho congest- 
ed districts board, tbo department and 
others, and where wo will also have 
dances, plays, concerts and all the 
other things which make Ufe happy for 
tho country side. 

"Our branch here had an entertain- 
ment on November eve, which la an 
old Irish festival, na perhaps you know. 
Wb had games of various kinds, and 
dancing, including Irish Jigs. Wo* now 
have a teacher of plain needlework 
sent by the congested districts board, 
in Doonaha, and hope to got- her for 
Kllkee later on. 

"Tomorrow wo open our Girl club 
for winter, evenings here In Kllkee. 
and in tho same rooms wo provide hot 
breakfast for the farmers and drov- 
ers w}io come In with cattle, on fair 
days, at cheap rates. We also eervo 
hot cocoa to the school children who 
need It, evpry day at 1 u neb oo^i, hour." 

And so th& salvation of Ireland Is 
after all being worked but by a big 
cooperative schomq in which local so- 
citlos, the wholesale society, the agri- 
cultural department of the govern- 
ment, tho I. A. O. S., the Irish Home- 
stead, and thp, United IrlBhwomenall 
are playing important porta.

' Up in Minnesota. 



AOViCE TO POULTRY RAISER 



Laundry Altschment That Docs tho 
Family Waahlna for Farmers' Wives 
at Very Low Cost on the Co- 
operative Principle.

Many are tho arguments for and 
against the so-called "dual-purpose" 
cow. The consensus of opinion among 
our breeders Is that the highest, beef 
typo and the strongest milk power 
cannot bo i)roduced In tho same ani- 
mal, and during all tho years that 
such breeding has boon advocated no 
headway has been made In establish- 
ing thlB kind of nn animal. Whllo tho 
breodcm have been worrying over 
this problem. It BOomB that the farm 
women of at least one community 
have solved tho problem of a "dual- 
purpose" creamery. 

Prom a woll-authcntlcatcd source 
comes tho Information that a coK)pera- 
tlve creamery located In a Uttlo town 
in Minnesota has been made a dual- 
purpose InBtltullon to the entire Bat- 
iafactlon of nil concerned. The women 
of tho community eald: "Lot us have 
a laundry In connection with our 
creamery," and their logic appealed 
to tho men; subscriptions from ?5 
lo $2D wore made to flnanco the enter- 
prise, and the laundry was established. 
It is housed In a 30x70 foot addition 
built on to tho creamery and the ma- 
chinery of the laundry la run by the 
creamery engine, utilizing more fully 
the power and heat necessary In the 
operation of the creamery. The farm- 
era bring the "family washing" wlien 
they come with the cream and on 
their next trip to the creamery take 
liomo the clean clothes ready for iffie. 
Tho laundry b(ll Is charged to tho 
cream occount'and taken out at the 
end of the month; five cents* a pound 
is charged for washing. All nat work 
Is run through the mangle without 
extra charge, nnd patrons may have 
the "rough dry" Ironed by hand by 
paying 15 cents an hour for the time 
It takes a woman to do tho work. 

Tho success of this co-operative en- 
terprise has been all that Its promot- 
ers hoped for, as will be seen by the 
following: At the end of the (Irst 
eleven months the total receipts were 
$4,803.21; wages paid, $3,550.25; ten 
per cent, rebate to patrons, $480.32; 
soap, starch, etc., $250; paid creamery 
company for power, $150; paid cream- 
ery company tor rent, $100; divided to 
BtockholderB, $100; Incidental ex- 
penses. $lfiG.Gl; total, $1,803.21. 

The machinery la owned by the 
laundry and coat $2,500. The laun- 
dry also serves families who do not 
patronize tho creamery, but such cus- 
tomers ore not entitled to any rebate. 
It has been found that the average 
cost of a week's family washing Is 
97.9 cents. 

Many farmers havo rented their 
farms and .moved to town, giving as 
their reaaon for thla that it was Im- 
possible to secure competent help In 
the homo. This co-operative laundry 
scheme established In a community 
would go a long way toward solving 
thla vexatious problem and tako tho 
strain of responsibility and the labor 
of the family washing each week from 
the already busy life of the farm Iiome 
maker. 

May tho day soon cpme when "dual- 
purpose" creameries are tho rulo 
rather than the exception in rural 
communities; surely the conservation 
ot the health, strength and lives of 
wives and mothers on Illinois farnia 
la worth tho effort to establlsti them. 



Mathods .by. Which Quality of F|opk 
Can , Be Maintained and Ita 
Vigor Preserved, ^ 

By H.,A.-M'KEENE, 
Secretary Illinois Farmers' Institute. 
Tho great problem In poultry cul- 
ture la "how to make the Incomo over- 
take tho cost of production," and In 
solving this problem several Important 
questions must be considered. 

What breed shall I select? ^Vhat 
is the best breed? How can I im- 
prove tho quality of my liock? How 
can I maintain vigor, size and pro- 
ductlvenesB In the flock and sacrifice 
nothing In color or shape? These are 
(jucfltions that confmnl every breeder. 
The remark Is otlen made that one 
breed la as good as another. Such a 
statement must bo taken with due al- 
lowance. The selecting of a breed 
must be determined by climate, the 
environment, tho end sought and tho 
tastes of the Individual. The Whlta 
Leghorn would not bo selected for a 
market fowl nor for a severe climate. 
The Buff Cochin would not bo selected 
for egg production nor for southern 
climate. 

Maintaining quality while preserv- 
ing vigor Is accomplished by Intro- 
ducing blood from time to time and 
by II process of line breeding. It is 
sometimes disastrous to Introduce 
new blood. If a conflicting atroin Is 
used the work of years moy bo de- 
stroyed In a single season. But new 
blood, It obtained from tho same 
str&ln as tho original finck, .1. e., from 
a strain that has been bred In line 
tor years, will add vigor and quality 
to thif flock. Some advocate adding 
new blood through tho female; others 
prefer selecting a choice male and 
maMng him with a pen ot> selected 
females. 

Another method of ■ maintaining 
vigor Is by process of line breeding. 
There are two methods of Inbreeding, 
close breeding and line breeding. 
Close breeding Is a form of Inbreed- 
ing where males and females from 
the same parents are mated together. 
This results in physical deterioration 
and Is undesirable. Line breeding Is 
a form of inbreeding which avoids 
the serious results of close breeding 
and at the same time maintains vigor 
and tends to establish and perpetuate 
desirable characteristics. 

Suppose a breeder begins with a 
flock of two females and one male. 
They have been line bred nnd there- 
fore are not closely related. During 
tho first year this pen will produce 
IX large number of pullets and cock- 
erels. At the beginning of the sec- 
ond season, If the cock bird Is mated 
to ten of tho best pullets, and bene 
of the original pen are mated with 
these two pens we have twq lines, ot 
production. The cockerels from one 
line can be mated to the pullets of tho 
other line and vice versa. By" adding 
new blood from time to time, of the 
same strain as the original pen, a 
line of breeding can be established 
excelling in color, shape, vigor and 
productiveness. 

Vigor in the foundation stock Is ot 
supreme Importance. When lacking, 
it means Inferior eggs and stock, 
dead chicks In the shell, disease In 
tlio flock and unproductiveness.

THE ANiMAL IVIEDICINE CHEST 



By THE VETERINARIAN. 

Measles aro very common with 
small pigs. SInro It la a contagion, It 
spreads very rapidly when once there 
Is an outbreak In tho herd. Some of 
its more common symptoms are cough- 
lug and sneezing. The eyes are red 
'and waterj*, and there is generally a 
discharge from tne nose. The appe- 
tite is generally impaired, and there 
Is a desire to remain In the nest or 
bed. 

On the fourth or nfth day a red rash 
appears on the skin, first in small 
plmplos, and later in largo spots, 
which rise above tho surrounding Bur- 
(ucQ of tho skin. Ihe elevations are 
the same on infected pigs whoso skins 
are white, as on tho dark-skinned an- 
imals. 

The pig should have a dry bed In 
which to sleep. Perhaps tho most sim- 
ple remedy Is a half pint of boiled 
flaxseed with the soft feed once each 
day. Ten grains of nitrate of potash 
in tho drinking water is also good. 

Many times u severe cough in a 
horse can bo corrected by the use of 
the following remedy; Nitrate of i)ot- 
ash, three drachms; tarturlzod antl* 
mony, one drachm'; powdered digita- 
lis, tlirce-fourths drachm; camphor, 
throo drachms. Mix well, divide Into 
two equal parts, and make each Into 
.a ball with a little raw Unseed oil. 
Clvo ono dose In the morning and tlie 
other in tho evening. Continue each 
alternate day untU relict la noticed. 

It frequently happens during the hot- 
test weather oC tho summer that tho 
colt's navel will becomo Inflamed. 
Colts ranging from a few days to 
three or more months old are sus- 
ceptible to the trouble. ■ A variety of 
things may be tho'cauao. 

Qleanllhess of tho quarters, how- 
ever, Is one of the best preventives, 
A mixture oton^: ounce of sulphate ot 
zinc and a qilai^ of .water well mixed, 
and BUfhclent applied to tho affected 
•part three times each day, will usually 
bring relief, i

Don't allow too much tomfoolery 
around tho heifer or allow the children 
to teoBO her or teach her to kick and 
iiglit. 

Provide good large mangers and feed 
boxes, for a cow likes to* havo her. 
feed palatable as well as a man, and 
It win save largo losses.
